Money by various Methods, awithout Confent of Parlia- 
ment, were common Things with the Stuarts, e{pecially 
faves Land Charles 1; and tho’ Queen Elizabeth was 
2 wifer anda better Governor, and generally ufed her 
Power for the Good of the Kingdom; yet the was avery 
arbitrary Princefi, andthe People had no real Liberty. She 
would often fend for the Speaker of the Houfe of Com- 
mons, and tell him, not only what fhe would, or would 
not fuffer to be dene, but alfo what fhe would, or would 
not allow to be /aid; tell him, that fhe wanted Mo- 
ney, and avould have it; that the Comimons underftood 
not State Affairs ; and that State Affairs were not their 
Bufinefs. By the Lord Chancellor the told the Speaker, 
and by the Speaker told the Commons, that they had 
no Right to judge of Returns in Elections ; but that 4er 
Lord Chancellor fhould be the fole Fudge, and determine 
in all thofe Cafes. She imprifoned Members of Parlia- 
ment merely by her own Authority, for Things faid in 
the Houfe ; forbid fome Bills to be read, others to be 
debated ; and refufed the Royal Affent twice to above 
Thirty Bills, each Time they had paffed both Houtes. 
Bur, ‘tis endlefs to recount the arbitrary Meafures 
which the Revolution put an End to: Our Govern- 
ment, before that happy Period, could not properly be 
faid to be Legal; for, if our Kings could raile Money 
without Law, and alfo “pene with the Laws at plea- 
fure, "twas much the fame Cafe, as tho’ we had mo Laws, 
but had been under an abfolute and arbitrary Monarc/y, as 
France or Spain. But the Revolution deflroy'’d all thefe 
pretended ox affumed Prerogatives, and brought the 
Government in fubjection to the Conffitution, by rendering 
it perfe&l Legal. And more than this, it could not do. 
Tue Author of the Diflertation on Pasties fays, 
indeed, that we could have done more: * That we 
‘ fhould not only have declared, Elefions ought to be 
* free; that Freedom of Speech in the Houfe thould not 
* be queftioned out of the Houfe ; and, that Parliaments 
‘ fhould be held frequently ; but that we fhould have 
* effediually fecured thefe Things at the fame time: 
* Otherwife, he adds, fuch Declarations or Claims, 
‘ however /o/emnly made, are nothing better than pompous 
‘ Trifles, and are productive of J// inftead of Good, as 
* they ferve to amufe and deceive Mankind in Points of 
* the greateft Importance.” 
Tuese are the mott crue! Things that can be uttered 
by the moit implacable Enemies of the Revolution : 
But in which, for our Comfort, there is not ome Word 
of Truth, for. all that cou/d be fecured, was /ecured : 
Frequent Parliaments are fecured ; and the natural Con- 
fequinces of the Revolution have fecured annual Sefficns, 
by making them abfolutely neceflary : Aunual Seffons is 
the greatefl Good that could befall us ; for they will 
be a Means of rendering our Liberties Immortal. If 
fuch annual Seffions of Parliament had been before the 
Revolution, the Revolution would, in all Probability, 
have been unneceflary. Freedom of Speech in the Houfe 
is alfo fo effectually fecured, that no Man can be 
queitioned in any Court or Place oat of the Houfe, for 
Words faid ix the Houfe. And, what would we have 
more ? Why truly, ‘ That the Freedom of Eleéions, and 
‘ the Freedom, Integrity, and Independency of Parliaments, 
« which were totally neglefed at the Revolution, fhould 
‘ have been fafficiendly provided for.’ But I ask, 
what was totally neglected? Nothing that was in the 
Power of Men to do: It is not in the Power of Men, 
or the ftrongeft Laws that ever were or can be invented, 
to purify the Heart, and make a Community Religious 
wal Virtuous ; or to aét always for Confcience, and a 
firit regard to Truth, Reafon, Juftice, and Equity. 
Freedom of Eleétors, and the Freedom of the Eleéed, are 
fecured, as far as Power can fecure them. But this 
Author, in his Rage againft the Revolution, forgets 
what he himfelf, in other Parts of his Book, aflerts to 
be the very Defige and End of it ; which was, to defend 
us again{t Kings and Miniflers, but not againft ourfelwes. 
The Defign of the Revolution was to guard us againtt 
Prerogative, and the illUf of Power, but not againtt 
our own Follies and Fices; for that’s impoffible to be 
done : Nothing cam fecure us againft ourfelves, but our- 
felves; nothing can make us aét like Freemen and In- 
dependants, either in the Houle or out of the Houle, 
but Wifdom, Frugality, Indufiry, Love of Virtue, and of 
Common Good. “Tis therefore the moft abfurd thing in 
the World, totalic of /ecuring uz againft Corruption by 
Laws; for Laws can only fecure us againft the i// Uf 
of Power in the Hands of our Governors 5 and, shar, 


the Laws made at the Revolution have fo effefiually done, 
as to anfwer all the great Ends of Government; and, if 
ewe are wife and honeft, tranimit our Liberties to the 
lareft Ages: For, to ufe this Author's own Words, in 
contradiction to what he hath faid in a hundred other 
Places; ‘ A King of Great Britain is now (that is fince 
* the Revolution) ftriétly and properly what Kings 
‘ fhould always be: He can move no longer in a fupe- 
* rior Orbit from his People ; he and they are Parts of 
the fame Syftem, intimately joined, and co-operating 
together ; acting and acted upon ; limiting and limi- 
ted; controuling and controuled by one another : 
The Settlements by which he governs are plainly 
original Contraés : His Inititution 1s plainly Conditional 5 
and he may forfeit his Right to Allegiance as unde- 
miably and effectually as the Subjeét may forfeit his 
Right to Proteftion. ——~ Again ; there areno longer 
any hidden Referves of Authority to be let out on Oc- 
cafion to overflow the Banks of Liberty : The Laws 
of the Land are known, and they are the /ole Springs 
from whence the Prince can derive his Pretenfions, 
and the People theus. Again; Our Conftitution 
is no longer a Myftery: The Power of the Crown 
is now exa@ly limited; the Chimzra of Prerogative 
removed ; and the Rights of the Subjeét are no longer 
Problematical. In a Word, better Mi vifters aud 
better Kings may be hereafter often wanted, and fome- 
times found ; but Anet1TeR consTiTuTED Go- 
VERNMENT NEVER CAN. 
Ir this Account of the Revolution is true, as I 
think it is, then it follows, that our Gowersment was 
made, by the Revolution, as perfect as human Wifdem 
could contrive, or suman Power execute. And yet 
this Author, who forgets himfelf and is full of Con- 
tradictions, fays, within a Page or two of the Place 
from whence [I have taken this Quotation, ‘ The Re- 
* wvolution is fo incompleat a Building, that *twill moul- 
* der away, and fall into Ruins, if it remains longer 
* in this imperfect State :" And this he fays, againft 
bis owa Demonftration to the Contrary.

Vienna, Aug. 3. 


ETTERS juft arrived from Conftantinople, con- 
firm the Victory obtain’d by the Perfians over the 
Turks; with this Addition, that the Ouwoman Army 
was never fo totally defeated; and that on whe i 2th of 
lait Month the Grand Vizier was depoied and banithed ; 
and that the Porte, after holding a grand Council, has 
fent one of thechief Bafhaws to VPerfia, in order to 
rally the Remains of the Army, and to endeg¥our to 
oppole the farther Progrefs of I hamas Kouli-Kan. 
ext to this Victory, nothing is fo much talked of 
here, as the News of a Quadruple Alliance, which is 
faid to be on the Point of being concluded. 

The Negotiation ‘vith the Court of Bavaria is ftill 
on the fame Foot: The Elector has not yet pofitively 
declared himfelf with regard to the Quota of ‘Troops 
which he is to furnish to the Army of the Empire ; 
but it was fcarce to be doubted that this Affair will foon 
terminate to the Satisfaction of his Imperial Majefty. 

*Tis now {aid that Count Konigiegg, inilead of 
going to Hanover, will fhortly return to Tyrol; but 
this cannot be certainly known, till the Arrival of the 
Prince of Saxe-Hildbourghaufen. 

Laft Saturday the Emperor fhut himfelf up in his 
Clofet, and wrote two Letters with his own Hand, 
one to the King of Great Britain, and the other to 
Prince Eugene, which were iminediately fent away by 
two extraordinary Couriers. ‘Ihe Contents cannot be 
known as yet, but "tis generally believ’d that they re- 
late to an important Negotiation on Foot with his 
Britannick Majeity. We have received Advice, that 
the laft Column of Ruffian Troops expected from 
Poland, is arrived in Silefia. , 

Venice, yf? 3. Latt Saturday we received Letters 
dated the 8th of July, which came direétly by Land 
from Conftantinople, confirming the fignal Vidory
